None of the documents disclose all of the features of these claims, particularly the feature of the interior surface of 
a sliding panel (received by the sliding panel form) being, covered by a cladding material which is applied to the 
exposed surfaces of the fixed panel form. 

Therefore the subject matter of these claims is new and is not obvious and, as such, meets the requirements of 
Articles 33(2) and 33(3) of the PCT with regard to novelty and inventive step, respectively.
